Safeguards Seem Permanent 
The trend toward strengthen­ 
ing the offense, manifest by the 
new rules for the freedom of the 
pass in the scoring zone, un­ 
doubtedly is the result of grow­ 
ing agitation as well as a direct 
result of regulations in recent 
years to safeguard the players 
from hazards of inury 
These safeguards, such as the 
“dead ball” rule, acted to elimin­ 
ate a good deal of open field 
work, check the ball carrier, and 
therefore reduce the effective­ 
ness of the offense They are the 
nearest thing to permanency in 
any of the regulations adopted 
lately but they have also forced 
the rules-makers to search for 
moves calculated to bring about 
more balance, aid the offense 
and. as a result, eliminate so 
much of the dull defensive war­ 
fare marking big games.
